of the Maroons, but tiie game will 
count for lola 
in the percentage 
column. 
Bruner says that he was com­ 
pelled to give all the close decisions 
to lola, as his life was threatened 
before he went on the field. 
Har­ 
ris, one of the owners of the lola 
franchise, told the umpire before 
the [ game that he would be mobbed 
if Fort Scott won the game and dur­ 
ing a dispute over a decision in the 
second 
inning this 
same Harris 
struck Bruner 
in 
the face 
and 
threatened him with violence if the 
decision was given to the Maroons. 
In 
the 
fourth inning Driscoll 
scored, and, instead of going on, 
remained at the plate and inter­ 
fered with the catcher, who had 
the ball to put out Hartzell, who 
was coming in right behind the 
manager. 
It 
was a mean, con­ 
temptible piece of rowdyism and 
should have been punished by the 
immediate suspension of Driscoll, 
who is the dirtiest ball-player in 
tbe league. 
Bruner, however, was complete­ 
ly intimidated 
by the threats of 
Harris and the other lola rowdies, 
who were threatening his life, and 
refused to interfere, calling both 
men safe. 
Unable to secure fair 
play from the weak-kneed umpire, 
and in constant danger of assault 
from the mob, the Fort Scott learn 
refused to continue the game, and 
Bruner awarded it to lola, 9 to o. 
In 
his announcement of the de­ 
cision Bruner admitted that he was 
doing wrong, and that the game 
should go to Fort Scott. 
It is fcuch disgraceful exhibitions 
of rowdyism that brings the game 
into disrepute with a big majority 
of the public. 
Sunday baseball is 
of sufficiently doubtful propriety 
without the scenes of disorder and
